I have  the  hoix)ur  of  submitting  for  your  oonsid oration 
my  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  on  tho  Health,  Sanitai^y  Conditions 
and  ..idministration  of  the  Urban  District  of  Brierfield  referroing  to 
the  year  ended  ISlst,  December  1925, 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  intimated  that  this  report 
should  be  a "Survey  Report"  and  deal  comprehensively  witli  the 
measure  of  progress  made  during  the  last  5 years. 

The  condition  of  Road  surfaces  has  been  consdlderably 
improved  during  the  period  under  review.  There  has  been  a gradual 
conversion  of  Pail  Closets  to  the  water-carriage  system.  There 
have  been  151  dwelling  houses  completed  and  approved  during  the 
period  19  21-25  chiefly  of  the  urban  type.  Most  of  the  houses  -i.jhioh 
were  dependant  upon  springs  for  the  supply  of  water  in  1920  now 
obtain  a supply  from  the  Kelson  Corporation  Mains,  ..'j.  length  of 
main  sewer  has  been  completed  along  Reedley  Road  to  the  sower  in 
Halifax  Road,  The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  undertalcen  by 
the  Council  as  formerly  and  the  refuse  is  now  colloctod  and 
conveyed  to  the  Kelson  Destructor  by  motor  vehicle.  The  w'orh  of 
the  Maternity  and  Child  ITelfare  Scheme  has  been  amj^lif ied  and 
more  evening  meetings  are  held  at  the  Clinic  for  Ante-Natal 
treatment.  Complete  schemes  for  the  treatment  of  Tuhorculosis  and 
Vjne.real  Diseases  have  been  in  operation  for  somo  years  now  under 
tiiG  auspices  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  particular'  note 
during  the  five  years  under  review.  The  number  of  oases  of 
infectious  diseases  has  been  fairly  low  and  Jjoiierally  of  a mild 
type. 


In  the  following  report  each  matter  is  dealt  ifith  in 
detail  under  its  respective  heading. 

The  failing  health  and  death  in  November  of  the 
Sanitar3''  Inspector,  Mr,  Halstead  occasioned  many  regrets  amongst 
all  who  now  him.

’.‘cotorn  portion  "being  of  Urban  Ciiaraotor*  The  district  is  rov  uy 
oblong  in  shape  being  approiiimately  2 miles  from  East  to  i;ost , and 
1 mile  from  Korth  to  South,  There  is  a direct  slope  from  the  East, 
i,e,  from  iiarsdon  Heights  to  Pondlo  Uator  in  the  V/ost,  giving  a 
total  fall  of  552  foot  in  miles,

The  population  has  beon  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
0292,  and  I have  calculated  ray  statistics  upon  that  basis.  The 
population  in  19  21  v/as  8;>41  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  u's.s 
2074,  to-day  the  ostimatod  number  of  such  houses  is  2105. 


The  rateable  value  was  fixed  at  the  increased  figure  of  £;46,741 
and  a ponny  rate  estimated  to  produce  jSlQS  gross.  There  n,re  only  a 
few  bach-to-back  houses,  moot  of  the  houses  in  the  aroa  are  of  the 
modern  t^^pe  and  are  mn  fairly  good  order.  The  chief  occupation  is 
Cotton  heaving  and  this  is  probably  conducive  to  the  prevalonoo  of 
respiratory  troubles,

Since  1920  until  this  year  very  few  new  houses  have  been 
built  but  towards  the  Bead  of  1925  an  estate  plan  for  tho  building  of 
160  houses  has  been  made  and  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Council, 
This,  if  completed,  will  entirely  meet  tho  requirements  of  the  Town, 
The  general  hDUoing  oonditiona  In  the  area  are  fairly  good  and  a few 
book  to  back  housoe  are  being  gradually  converted  into  modern  housoo, 
Over-orowdlng  is  only  slight  In  this  district  the  shortage  of  houses 
being  duo  to  the  present  ooonomio  condition,  Tho  general  standard  of 
the  houses  is  good,  the  customary  aooomodation  being  four  rooms  with 
Scullery,  ooalhouso  and.  9*0 • The  general  eharaotor  of  the  defects  is 
insuffioiont  space  at  tho  back,  (continued  next  page) 
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Thoro  is  us  a mile  little  trouble  o^iporienood  in  getting  the  tenants  and 
the  owner  to  romocly  any  dofeots  whom  notioo  has  boon  sent  requiring  thou 
to  do  nOo  V/o  have  no  roally  imhoaltliy  aroas  in  the  district  but  wo  ha^o 
not  the  i,  control  over  Vans  and  tonts  which  is  roally  required  and  our 
Byolaws  need  rovision  for  this  purpose, 

lUSPEOTIOli  AliD  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD. 


Tho  milk  supply  is  plontiful  and  its  quality  wholosomo.  It  is 
distributed  tliroughout  tho  district  dirootly  by  tho  farmers  in  tho 
vicinity.  Tho.  County  Council  mako  periodical  onaminations.

Any  condoioncd  moat  is  jont  to  tho  Holoon  Dostruotor,  Rogudar 
inspootions  of  animals  and  oaroasos  aro  made,  Tho  Butchers  aro  now 
roquirod  to  notify  tho  Sanitary  Department  throo  hours  boforo  they  kill. 
All  moat  is  now  protootod  from  dust  and  flies  by  muslin  and  closed 
\/indov\rs. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 


Five  cowkoopors  havo  10  cowsheds  in  tho  District  and  those  have 
been  kept  under  observation  during  the  year.  There  are  tvo  Dairpmen. 
both  of  \irhom  are  registered.  Regulations  under  the  Order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  v/ere  made  by  the  Council  on  May  11th.  1911  these  are 
enforced  but  no  standard  of  air  space  has  been  fi:ied. 

Periodically  baoteriologioal  examination  of  samples  of  milk  is 
made  by  the  County  Council,  Periodical  inspections  of  places  where 
food  is  prepared  have  boon  made  and  the  premises  generally  have  been 
found  in  good  order. 

IkPECTiriJs  DISEASES  GENERALLY, 


During  the  five  years  ending  December  {list,  1925  we  have  had  no 
serious  epidemic  of  Infectious  Diseases.  One  has  to  note  that  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Measles  is  generally  of  a milder  character  and  on  the  other 
hand  Ini'luenza  and  its  sequelae  aro  of  a more  serious  naturi?. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  kept  in  the  Health  Department  at  the  Town 
Hall  and  is  supplied  free  to  all  practitioners  on  application.  Pneumonia 
Malaria,  Dysentry  and  Trench  Fever  the  result  mainly  of  war  service 
havo  practically  dioappeared,  Y/e  have  had  one  or  two  mild  oases  of 
Malaria. 

Repeated  inspections  of  the  District  have  been  made  and  the 
general  health  of  the  inhabitants  eippears  to  be  good.
